W ASHINGTON— Democrat sen ators return in g 
to W ashin gton for the hot con gression al session 
fin d that the Republican s aren 't the on ly people 
troubled w ith rum blin gs of revolt.

F o r the first time, Lyn d on has lost the support 
of the m an who m ad e him - e x- S p e a ke r Sam 
Rayburn . 
To tho se who used to watch Lyn d on in Sam 
R ayb u rn ’s office in the d ays w hen he wa s a 
youn g con gressman , this is almost unbeliev a ble. 
The youn g con gressman from Texas hun g on to 
the coattails o f the eid er 
con gressman 
from 
T exas as if Sam was his n ursem aid . Where o ne 
w en t the other wen t. 
If it had no t been for 
R ayburn 's 
faithful, 
n ever-failin g 
frien d ship. 
John son would be just an other con gressman or 
else d efeated tod ay. 


l^ast sum m er, however. Rayburn , d espite his 
age, 71, set out to heal the woun d s of the bad ly 
fractured Democratic party. He held $10-a-pliie 
d in n ers all over Texas. 
M ean w hile his form er 
youn g d iseipie. aged on ly 45, wen t his own way 
He mad e m ore than ISO speeches all over Texas, 
but he m ad e them for Lyn d on , n ot for the Demo­ 
cratic party which his on e-tim e m en tor was 
tryin g to cemen t. 


Privately, R ayburn has had plen ty to say about 
this. He’s even been willin g to agree to the a p ­ 
propriaten ess 
of 
John son ’s 
n ickn am e, 
"Lyn * 
Down ,** Lyn d on . But publicly, he says n othin g 
again st his old frien d . Sam isn ’t built that way. 


However, various sen ators are sayin g thin gs 
about Lyn d on . They are especially askin g the 
question : “How* can John son lead the Demicratic 
party in W ashin gton if he woulln ’t lead it b a.k 
in Texas?” 
They kn ow the reason John son w ould n ’t lead 
it in Tex a s was because he is afraid of Repuo- 
lica ns an d Dixiecrats when he comes up for re- 
electio n nex t year. An d while they sympathize 
with re-election problems, they also fig ure that 
they need a Sen ate leaher who can con cen trate 
o n g o ing 
forw ard on behalf of the Democratic 
pa rty , no t lookin g backw ard at Texas o n behalf 
o f himself.

Secretary of State Dulles stated last week that 
the peoples un d er Soviet d omin ation are so d is­ 
con ten ted “it would be reckless’’ for the R at- 
lian s *‘to en gage in gen eral w ar.” 
All the in form ation I’ve been able to obtain 
con firms this. Refugees an d other sources alon g 
the Iron Curtain all back him up. 
Ho wev er, this situation is n ot goin g to last 
fo rev er. 
Therefore, n ow is the time to begin the cam ­ 
paign promised by both Gen eral Eisen hower an d 
Mr. Dulles d urin g their election speeches o? get­ 
tin g peace an d frien d ship 
propagan d a 
behin d 
the Iron Curtain . 
One of the simplest ways of d oin g this is by 
sen d in g messages across the Iron Curtain by 
large w eather balloon s. Most successful exp eri­ 
ment to this en d was con d ucted by C. D. J a c k­ 
so n, no w o n the White House staff, together w ith 
Abbo tt W ashburn , also on the White House staff, 
a nd this writer, in the sum m er of 1951. 
Workin g* from West G erm an y within a couple 
of miles of the Czech bord er, we laun ched bal­ 
loon s carryin g 1 1 ,0 0 0 . 0 0 0 leaflets to the people 
o f Czechoslovakia. By gaugin g the win d s it was 
fairly simple to get the balloon s to spill their 
leaflet load over the bigger Czech cities just as 
people w ere goin g to work. 
The effect on the Czech people was so electri­ 
fyin g that P rem ier Zapotoeky had to d eliver a 
speech on the floor of parliam en t d en oun cin g the 
leaflets as germ carriers. But the Czech people, 
who kn ew better, con tin ued to go for the leaf­ 
lets in a big way, even tackin g them up secretly 
on Com m un ist bulletin board s. 
T he presen t w in ter is goin g to be rough on 
people behin d the Iron Curtain . 
Food is n ot 
plen tiful. Clothin g^has n ever been plen tiful This 
would be the perfect period to balloon -d rop 
frien d ship messages attached to an ythin g—from 
pin s an d n eed les to tea an d biscuits. 
Library Lather 
The ed ucators are scrappin g over who should 
ho the n ew' librarian of the great Library of 
Con gress. It was the late Sen . Robert Taft’s wish 
th at his frien d , Dr. Reed West of George W ash­ 
in gton Un iversity, get the job. Presid en t Eisen ­ 
how er was all set to carry out T aft’s request. In 
fact, the White House w en t so far as to telephon e 
Dr. West an d ask how he wan ted his n am e 
spelled on the certificate. Then , at the last m in ­ 
ute, the library societies raised such a fuss that 
the W hite House h e’d up the appoin tmen t. They 
objected that West wasn ’t a profession al 
li­ 
brarian . urged the White House to appoin t the 
actin g librarian , Vern on Clapp,

m an . , . . M ean while, New York's patron age- 
m in d ed Gov, Tom Dewey n otified the W hite 
House that he had a can d id ate too.

In Am erican presid en tial history there prob­ 
ably has been little to compare with the in ten ­ 
sive con feren ces 
recen tly con clud ed 
between 
Presid en t 
Eisen hower 
an d 
top 
con gression al 
lead ers 


From the start of his term, Mr. Eisen hower 
has blazed a n ew path in his d ealin gs with C on ­ 
gress. He held an exhaustive series of lun cheon s 
which brought every m em ber of the House an d 
Sen ate to the White House. 
He gave lead ers 
am ple n otice of each im portan t move. He re ­ 
peated ly d eclared his respect for the in d epen d en t 
pow ers of Con gress. 


Now he has brought key men from Capitol 
Hill to the W hite House for a thorough survey 
of the proposals the Republican ad m in istration 
is to presen t to Con gress n ext year. 


In this m an euver is the same d eferen ce the 
Presid en t has shown Con gress throughout 1953, 
the same willin gn ess to hear other viewpoin ts, 
the same read in ess to compose d ifferen ces in 
the in terest of a un ited party fron t. 


Yet it would be a m istake to read this three- 
d ay con feren ce as a sign that he is completely 
tossin g the ball on Con gress on 1954 legislative 
issues. The evid en ce is to the con trary. 


In the first place, 
the 
Presid en t 
took 
thr* 
in itiative in callin g the con feren ce. Tie atten d ed 
every session throughout the stren uous three- 
d ay period . An d he took comm an d of the p u b ­ 
licity given out from the secret meetin gs. 


This behavior fits with other recen t m arks of 
stron ger presid en tial lead ership. Mr. Eisen hower 
may well have learn ed by n ow that with the 
d eath of Sen ator Taft he has n o reliable spokes­ 
man on the Hill. He is actin g like a man who 
un d erstan d s he may have to use all the power 
an d prestige of his high office to win con gres­ 
sion al approval of his program. 


Some of the Presid en t’s party critics chid e 
him on the groun d he has d on e too little so far 
to m ake good on cam paign pled ges. 
But 
Mr. 
Eisen how er’s con feren ce-tim e emphasis on livin g 
up to he 1953 GOP platform shows he is keen ly 
aw are of party promises. His comin g proposals 
are geared to the platform. 


Mr. Eisen how er sees

The thyroid glan d which lies at 
he base of 
the n eck is on e of the most im portan t glan d s of 
in tern al seoreupn . It prod uces a hormon e which 
in fluen ces the gen eral health, the rate of growth, 
the speed of the heart, an d m an y other fun c­ 
tion s of the hum an bod y. The best-kn ow n d iffi­ 
culty with this glan d is goiter. 
When the thyroid fails en tirely to m an ufac­ 
ture its horm on e in in fan cy or early child hood , 
the result is kn own as cretin :^rr 
An un treated 
cretin d oes n ot grow n orm ally an d 
serio us y 
un d er-d eveloped . If t ie magn oM* of this con d i­ 
tion can be mad e early en ough, th>roid extract 
obtain ed from the glan o« o ' an im als can 
be 
given as a substiaute for the n ormal hormon e 
Cretin ism is raie in most parts of the world . 
A complete absen ce of the formation of the 
thyroid hormon e in grown ups results in a con ­ 
d ition kn ow n as m yxed em a which is also n ot 
common 
In m yxed em a the hair becomes thin , 
coarse, an d lose« its sheen The skin also gets 
thick an d d ry. The pulse is slow arid there is 
a peculiar appearan ce a« 
though 
there 
were 
fluid un d ern eath the skin . +he basal metabolism 
of a patien t with m yxed em a is gen erally aroun d 
min us 40. An emia is almost always presen t. an d 
there are other symptoms as a rule. 
Trea tment Po ssible 
M yxed em a symptoms can be completely re ­ 
lieved simply by givin g the right d ose of thyroid 
tablets by mouth. It is true that this treatm en t 
has to be kept up in d efin itely, but it is p ain ­ 
less, n ot cxpen si\e. an d completely relieves the 
m an y symptoms. 
More d ifficult to d iagn ose an d to treat than 
a c tin ism an d myxed eri a a;c those patien ts who 
appear to have an in complete loss of the .« evic­ 
tion of the thyroid hormon e, in them the symu- 
tims may be vague, sometimes in clud in g un ­ 
explain ed fatigue or perhaps a slight an cn u« » .
